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CLIMMER OF HOPE 
OVER TAIWAN STRAIT 


No political issue has divided more sharply and inflicted 
more pain on the Chinese American community in the last 37 
years_ than the question of who legitimately represented the 
government of China. Backed by the military，political and 
economic might of the US，the Kuomintang (KMT) regime in 
Taiwan has steadfastly claimed to be the sole legitimate 
government over the entire China and has obdurately refused 
to have any official or people-to-people contact with Mainland 
China. Over the years，the Taiwan government even promoted 
its _ island as "an unsinkable aircraft carrier”from which the 
US can launch an attack on China and heavily invested both 
money and personnel in the Chinese American community to 
insure jits loyalty to and compliance with the KMT regime. 


Taiwan's claim to 1legitimacy，however，was abruptly ended 
in 1979 when its Staunchest Supporter，the US，recognlzed 
belatedly the _ government of the People's Republic of China as 
"the sole，legitimate government" and acknowledged Taiwan to 
be a part of China. To soften the political trauma and to 
8uarantee her internal Stability，the US Congress adopted the 
Taiwan Relations Act of 1980 which effectively transformed 
Taiwan into a US protectorate and 1legitimatized all her prior 
ties with the US，not the least of which is a US guarantee 
that Taiwan would be given adequate military Supplies for her 
defence. Under the protection of the Act，Taiwan has intensi- 
fied her political activities _ throughout the US，including 13 
quasi diplomatic offices in major American cities，elght more 
than China，and thousands of agents，according to a US Sen- 
ate report，operating among Chinese in the US 


The Taiwan Relations Act created a de facto two-China 
policy.。 Even though the US periodically expresses its desire 
for an eventual peaceful reunification of Taiwan with China， 
the Act provides-no incentive for Taiwan to enter into any 
form of negotiation with China toward that end. In fact， 
Taiwan has in recent months imposed severe penalties against 
her people travelling secretly to China to visit relatives， 
_ trading directly or indirectly with China，and communicating 
via telephone or mail with friends and relatives in China. 


At the same time，the Taiwan government vastly expanded 
its involvement and control of the Chinese American commu- 
nity. The most visible example is the Significant presence of a 
large number of KMT agents operating through the major 
family and district associations，including the Chinese Six 
Companies，and Several schools and community business and 
Service Organizations. Equally visible are the KMT-controlled 
Chinese-language newspapers，magazines，television and radio 
stations which dominate information dissemination in the 
Chinese American community. Protected by the US constitu- 
tion，they worked actively to enlist overtly and covertly 
Support of and 1loyalty to the Taiwan regime on the one hand 
and to discourage or prevent Chinese Americans from estab- 
lishing friendly relations with China，which ironically is a 
country with whom the US has formal diplomatic ties，on the 
other hand，、The activities of these agents have continually 
caused division within the_ community and occasionally preci- 
pitated violent and tragic incidents，such as the assassination 
of Chinese American journalist Henry Liu and the arrest of 
newspaper publisher Lee Ya-ping. 


We therefore welcome the first-ever official contact between 
China and Taiwan Since 1949 and the Successful，3-day nego- 
tiations between the two Sides over the return of the Boeing 
747 cargo plane.， In our opinion，this is a historic first step 
toward political rapprochement and it is without question the 
first glimmer of hope that the hostility between the two Sides 
could be settled peacefully without resorting to force. There 
is no _ better way to achieve peaceful reunification than this 
type of negotiation. 


We believe that the US should play a constructive role in 
facilitating the negotiation between the two sides and in 
cncouraging free communications，trade and travel between 
Taiwan and China as the first steps to eventual reunification。 
The Taiwan Relations Act should be used only to promote 
meaningful relations and peace efforts，not political and 
military antagonism. Supplying advanced weapons to Taiwan 
on demand will not reduce tension over the Taiwan Strait and 
bring the two sides to the negotiation table. 


We Support our government'Ss stated objective of peaceful 
reunification because we believe it is in the best interest of 
the US and because it is also to the best interest of Chinese 
Americans who are now hopelessly polarized over the divided 
China. 


Youth Receives 6 Months 


In Lyon Wong Case

SACRAMENTO  - The 
17-year-old convicted of 
felony battery which led to 
the death of musician Lyon 
Wong was Sentenced to SIX 
months at the Sacramento 
County Boy"s Ranch. 

Deputy District Attorney 
Les Brown said that Judge 
Peter Mering Said during the 
ciosed May 19 hearing that 
the youth will begin his 
sentence on June 12 to allow 
him to complete the 11th 
grade at his present School. 

Wong，the Son 0f actor 
Victor Wong，was 3a 22-year- 
old guitarist who performed 
with 3a punk rock band. 
During an altercation on Jan. 
$ in which the phrase "punk 
rock faggot"” was Shouted at 
Wong and a frtiend，a youth 
landed a punch to Wong's 
head. 

Falling to the _ ground， 
Wong never Tegained con- 
Sciousness.， He died of a 
massive brain hemorrhage. 

The next day，a then 
16-year-old high School foot- 
ball player was arrested and 
charged with murder，which 
was later reduced to felony 
battery，Brown said，because 
the act was not "inherently 
,dangerous.” 

Browan maintains that 
according to testimony of 
witnesses，the defendant did 
not intend to kill Wong. 

The judge，said Brown， did 
not find this case to be an 
attack against Asians. 


Regarding .the senten- 
cing， Brown said， "IT was 
Satisfied. TI .felt it was 
rceasonable and served the 
interest of justice. I under- 
stand the victim"s family is 
upset and disappointed but 
the judge had to work within 
the framework of the 1law 
and he did." 

David Ryan，a friend of 
the Wong family said，"Aside 
from the expertise from 
members of the court，which 
arc legal resSponses，a Strong 
Sense Of injustice persists due 
to the lenient sentence.

for Apr， 28 but .was post- 
poned twice So that the 
defendant's attorney could 
Study a probation department 
report which recommended 
Sentencing of eight months at 
the Sacramento County Boy's

attorney requested no ,custody 
time，only community serice 
for two to _ three months dur- 
ing the summer at juvenile 
hall，said Brown. 

He said the judge based his 
Sentencing .decision on the 
fact that the youth had no 
prior police record and that 
he 1led an "upstanding 1life" 
until the night of the fracas 
which led to Wong's death. 


Nevertheless， Ryan said， 
"Unfortunately，it appears to 
fall into a pattern of leaning 
towards those convicted of 
crimes against non-mainstream 
individuals." 

Although the judge said 
that race was not an issue in 
the case，Ryan reiterated that

QUOTAS 


We also find that enroll- 
ments of Asians and Hispan- 
Harvard appear to 
limited to 15% 
in a manner that 
would be consistent with 3 
composite quota.， This applies 


to 1985 early admissions，bnut 
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not 1986，possibly indicating 
that quotas may have been 
dropped or revised. A_ recent 
article in the NY Times also 
indicated that Wesleyan Uni- 
versity has a 5% "8oal" for 
Asians，and other goals for 
other groups，indicating such 
practices may be common. 
Hispanic enrollments have 
been almost completely con- 
stant between 1977 and 1981 
at Harvard，despite popula- 
tion trends，indicating again 
a possible fixed quota for 
Hispanics. 

Even though admission 
offices do not admit to racial 
preferences，MIT is probably 
using 3a System of racial and 
gender preferences in its 
admissions，sSso is Harvard. 
Preferred 8roups have higher 
admission rates，Ssignificantly 
lower test Score medians, and 
arc Overrepresented relative to 


national representations of 
those who achieved SAT 
Scores consistent with the 


medians for Harvard or MIT. 


DIVERSITY 


Misunderstandings and 
animosity between grIoups 
created a number of incidents 
at MIT during the 1970s. 
TIhese have _ involved，among 
other thin8gs， Christian Jews， 
X-rated movies， consumer 
guides aimed at at MIT men， 
alleged juxtaposing of minori- 
ties with lower primates，reg- 
ular trashing of the Gay bul- 
jetin board， Confederate 
flags，and even Christmas 
trees and Air Force _ art. My 
Own picture once appeared in 
the MIT catalog under for- 
clign admissions，though I am 


American by birth. LTm not 
kiddin8g -all -these incidents 
happened while IT was at 


MIT. 

MIT is one of those places 
where one can 8get their first 
experience with a truly 
diverse community，and meet 
others coming from very 
different backgrounds， At the 
same time，for many Suburbamt 
ethnics like myself who had 
grown up as average 
Americans，it is also a place 
where one can relate for the 
first time to large numbers of 
those with similar ethnic 
backgrounds. 


TOUCHY TOPICS 


There are many who believe 
that Separatism is the best 
way to foster an ethnic 
identity， But as one who has 
0occasionally jumped between 
the world of Chinese and 
Americans with varyin8g 
degrees of Success，Tve found 
jit best to not let anyone tell 
me who I am，or who I should 
and should not associate with. 
There are only friends to be 
made wherever they may be 
found. 


Interracial dating is another 
touchy topic. A Survey done 


at Harvard showed that for 
Blacks，men date out of the 
group more _ often， but for 
Asians, it is more common for 
women to do So. This may 
have .much to do with the 
interaction of American 
expectations，and cultural and 
physical differences， 

工 hese develop into 
Stereotypes which tend to cast 
Blacks in 3a more masculine， 
and Asians in a more feminine 
1ight， with corresponding 
effects on interracial pairing. 
Whether or not thls 1S really 3 
problem，an awareness of thils 
may help people to be aware 
of _ cultural bliases they may 
wish to avoid. 


ELUSIVE EQUALITY 


MIT'Ss lack of diversity in 
certain groups brings up 
fundamentals of the meaning 
of equality in a diverse 
population. As long as people 
aroRSdICECECTE EDSOLte 
equality will be elusive，as 
some will do _ better，some will 
do worse，and some will be 
just plain lucky. All we can 
do is make Sure that everyone 
plays by the Same set of rules. 

It is now becoming clear that 
nO 0ne was Simply created to 
be better，worse，OT even equal 
to _ the next person. What one 
does，knows，learns，and what 
others do to you have much 
more effect on how equal you 
recally are than any innate 
qualities you were born with. 
Indeed， history Shows that 
entire groups of people have 
improved dramatically 
between generations. ”People 
mattcer， not majorlitics， 
minorities， race，or 8ender. 
The System may be at fault， 
but individuals who care can 
also make a difference， 


SUCCESS 


Why don'"t 8groups Succeed? 
Success is a State of mind，not 
Something that can be 
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demanded as a basic right， It 
can Only be achieved with 
deeply ingrained values of 
hard work，commitment and 
Sacrifice.， It means trying to 
be better than the next guy， 
not just equal，and never 
letting the System get in Your 
Way. IThese values have 
always Separated the winners 
from the_ losers，regardless of 
race Or 0pportunity. Indeed， 
these are the very values that 
black astronaut Ron McNair 
brought with him to MIT，and 
worked to transmit to others 
before his untimely demise. 

In the Same way that 
immigrants merely inherited 
the values Of success _ from 
their cultures，those who 1lack 
these values may be Seen as 
the products of a System 
which teaches youth that 
work， Sacrifice， and 
commitment are not virtues， 
and instead sets an cxample of 
dependency. The System 
politically accepts_ pathological 
behavior， -and instills an 
instinct that the System 0wes 
them Something. Poor 
children v dependent upon 
welfare are even robbed of the 
right of equal dreams and 
ambitions by being told that 
they are _ the powerless_victims 
of-an unjust System 

It all comes down to values 
and assimilating the culture， 
skills and knowledge necessary 
to Succeecd in society. Even 
the mainstrecam has been 
transformed by values brought 
in by immigrantsS. These 
comodities cannot be bought， 
and can take generations .to 
acqulre. A_ Simple declaration 
of equality will change _ little 
by itself. 


If anything，the simplistic 
assumption of implicit 
equality has only managed to 
Suppress the call for more 
basic changes. Any policy of 
affirmative action is doomed 
when it is based on forcing 
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equal results because it must 
neceSsarlly deny equal oppor- 
tunity，and it cannot elimi- 
nate group discrimination 
without discriminating against 
individuals. Though we can 
work to eliminate inequality， 
its existence is 3a reality we 
cannot 1gnore， 

For those interested in more 
readin8gs on what has been 
called post-civil rights 
thinking，I would 1like' to call 
attention to a new wave of 
writersS，many of whom are 
Black. These include Thomas 
Sowell (Ethnic America)，Glen 
Loury，Charles Murray (Los- 
ing Ground)，and Nathan 
Glazer (Ethnic Dilemmas). 

Instead Of being 3 
battleground for group 
conflicts，MIT can make the 
best of diversity by 
encouraging all to _ learn from 
and Share with each other. 
Everyone has Something .to 
contribute，and there is much 
to be learned from diversity. 
I can Say that I personally 
gainecd much more from this 
than .all the humanities 
courses TI _ ever took. Indeed， 
this may be the best reason 
for coming to an institution 
like MIT.
